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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants state that there is no teaching or 
suggestion in Adusumilli for defining and length and a location of each parameter of a data structure as claimed in independent claims 1 , 
10 and 14. While a detailed explanation of how the Examiner interprets Adusumilli to disclose these limitations was outlined in the Office 
letters of 6 May 2005 and 1 November 2005, they will be briefly outlined in this action. Figure 4 of Adusumilli shows a MOCIassTable data 
structure. This data structure has various attributes, which the Examiner interprets to constitute parameters of the MOCIassTable data 
structure. For each row in the table data structure, a CStructure size and fieldOffset must be defined. sizeof() and offsetof() functions are 
utilized to define the size and offset parameters of each row. Consequently, Adusumilli discloses that which is in line with the claim 
language, the ability to utilize sizeof and offsetof functions to define a length and location of each parameter, and storing the length and 
location within the data structure. Finally, these entries are utilized to parse and generate data structures based on appropriate 
MOCIassTable entries, as noted in col. 3 line 62 to col. 4 line 1 1 . Applicants state that "the Examiner ignores that this sentence continues 
to state 'specified in the DATA-TYPE clause. This is only set in the translation tables (the sizeof() operator may be used to compute this 
size), and is not used in the configuration stage.'" However, the Examiner does not know how this changes matters in any way. The claim 
as written simply requires utilizing the functions to define a length and location of each parameter of a data structure, and storing the 
length and location. It does not call for any specific requirements as to what the data structure must be, nor does it outline any 
requirements such that the above cited portion regarding the DATA-TYPE clause or translation tables would still not read on the claim. 
The rejection of claims 1-14 is proper and maintained. 
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
